LONDON. — Jordan will not nego- 
tiate with Israel for the West Bank 
and will not go to Geneva, but it 
will keep the bridges over the 
Jordan River open, King Hussein 
told British ITV reporters in 

Amman, 

Hussein accepts the decision of 
the Rabat summit to grant the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
status δ the sole voice of the Pa- 
Jestinians and “will support it as 
much as possible." However “until 
something new emerges the bridges 
will remain open and we will con- 
tinue to help our people in the 
occupied territories,” the king declar- 
ed on “Weekend World" yesterday. 

The fight to regain the West Bank 
is no longer his, Hussein sald. "With 
the new reality, it is the respon- 
sibility of the Liberation Organiza- 
tlon or a government that might be 
formed at some point or another to 
deal on an international level with 
all problems pertaining to Paleatin- 
jan territory under occupation. That 
being the case, there may not be a 
case for Jordan to play’ that role. 
Jordan wil support and help, but 
the resporisibility will be that of 
the PLO." 

The king, asked whether Jordan 
would go to Geneva or not, said: “If 
there is a party which has heen 
singled out as the one responsible 


Ὁ should assume its responsibilities, 


and it Is not a question of our 
willingness to go to Geneva or 
otherwise, but rather who would be 
ready and on what basis to talk to 
us on questions pertaining to Pa- 
lestinian territories under occupa- 
tion.” 

Would Jordan be a part of a de- 
legation to go to Geneva? “T don't 
think anybody would be willing to 
talk to Jordan on matters pertain- 
ing to territories relating to Pa- 
lestine that are the direct respon- 
sibliity of another body now.”

Rabin statement on 
Rabat decision in 
Knesset tomorrow

The Government's long-awaited 
reaction to the Rabat summit con- 
ference will find its first expression 
im the Knesset tomorrow when Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Rabin delivers a poli- 
tical statement, to be followed by 
8 debate. 

The Cabinet yesterday discussed 
the matter for some three hours, No 
motions were put to the vote. But 
the Ministers all agreed that Pre- 
mier Rabin should voice Israel's to- 
tal rejection of the Rabat decisions 
and say outright that the summit 
had brought about a deterioration 
in the prospects for political nego- 
tlations in the Middle East dispute. 

Cabinet Ministers concurred that 
Rabin should reiterate Israel's re- 
fugal to talk to Arab terrorist or- 
ganizations or Areb terrorists in 
any other guise. 

In line with the general demand 
at the Cabinet, Premier Rabin will 
also repeat the Government's hope 
that some way may yet be found, 
despite Rabat, for a round of poli- 
tical negotiations with Egypt and 
Jordan, 

Premier Rabin said that not 
everything was known, which needed 
to be known, about the decisions at 
Rabat ang their implications. Minis- 
ters commented that everyone should 
be wiser after U.S. Secretary of 
State Kissinger arrives here on 
Thuradey, bringing impressions of 
his talks in Cairo tomorrow and pro- 
bably in Damagcus on Wednesday. 

The Cabinet's discussion on Rabat 
‘was preceded by a survey delivered 
by Aluf Shlomo Gazit, chief of Army 
Intelligence. Premier Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon deliver- 
ed further surveys. A debate follow- 
ed which reflected the lack of vital 
detaiis about Egypt and Jordan’s 
future intentions.

American and Israeli officials in

That was the view expressed yes- 
terday by Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. He was 
addressing opening ceremonies in 
Jerusalem of a three-month training 
course for commercial attaches to 
be stationed abroad. 

Dr. Mandelbaum said a worldwide 
price break in raw materials ‘has 
already set in, and this should 168 
to some measure of relief in the 
marketplace. But, he added, Israel's 
main economic woe is the lag in 
capital inflow needed to balance the 
year's estimated trade deficit of 
$3.5 billion. 

Be put it this way: “When we 
look at our present habita of con- 
sumption and compare them with 
our ability to produce, one thing 
becomes clear: we must change our 
way of life. We must cut waste and 
atrive for efficiency — not only as 
consumers, but also in our factories.” 

SAVING FUEL 

Be disclosed that a special task 
force has been set up at his Min- 
istry, to advise industry on fuel con- 
servation methods. Manufacturers 
will be taught how to save electricity 
and improve insulation methods. 

Another important factor in capital 
conservation is in recycling opera- 
tions, Dr. Mandelbaum said, adding,

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Anti-American 
demonstration 
hy 25,000 Greeks 


ATHENS (UPI). -— Thousands of 
demonstrators marched through cen- 
tral Athens yesterday shouting anti- 
American slogans and calling for 
the victory of Socialist leader An- 
dreas Papandreou in the November 
ΔΤ national elections, There were no 
incidents. 

‘Witnesses estimated the size of 
the crowd at about 25,000 and sald 
most of the demonstrators were 
young persons. They gathered first 
at Athens Central Cemetery for a 
memorial service marking the sixth 
anniversary of the death of former 
Premier George Papandreou, father 
of the Socialist candidate. 

Andreas Papandreou, 2 former 
University of California at Berkeley 
professor who heads the Pan Helle- 
nic Socialist Movement, attended the 
service. 

Following the graveside gathering 
the demonstrators moved toward 
Constitution Square shouting ‘“Nato- 
CLA-treason," “Down with Fascism” 
and “Andreas and Socialism will 
win.” 

They stopped at the tomb of the 
unknown warrior to sing the na- 
tional anthem, then moved toward 
the city’s commercial centre where 
they dispersed without incidents. 


Russians cheat 
at ice hockey, 
Peking charges 


TOKYO (AP). ~— Strained Chinese- 
Soviet relations took an unusual 
twist yesterday with charges from 
Peking that Moscow plays a crooked 
game of ice hockey. 

The officlal New China News 
Agency charged that th: Soviet 
Union's victory over Canada in Oc- 
tober was facilitated by unsports- 
manlike behaviour, biased Russian 
referees and electronic listening de- 
vices planted in the Moscow hotel 
rooms of Canadian players. 

In a broadcast entitled “Such a 
world champion." NCNA quoted Ca- 
nadian goalie Gerry Cheevers as 
saying, “Canadian players in Mos- 
cow were bugged” and that “it may 
have hurt their play." It also said 
Cheevers and two other Canadian 
players discovered hidden micro- 
phones in their rooms at Moscow's 
Rossiya Hotel. 

After the first game in Moscow, 
Canadian players gathered in one 
of their rooms to discuss the tac- 
tics and weaknesses of the Soviet 
team in order to work out a win- 
ning strategy for themselves. But 
the next time on the ice they soon 
learned that the Soviet team had 
“made a rather quick change in 
their tactics.” 

The broadcast charged that on 
more than one occasion a Soviet 
referee would “shut his eyes to the 
Soviet players’ vile practice of beat- 
ing up Canadian players.” 


AMNESTY. — Phillppine President 
Ferdinand Marcos hag granted anew 
amnesty to jocal Communists in the 
interest of peace and order, the 
government announced in Manila 
yesterday. The decree extended am- 
nesty to leaders, officers and mem- 
bers of outlawed and subversive 
movements, including the Communist 
Party.

to aid Portugal 


MOSCOW. — Portuguese Commun- 
Ist leader and Minister without 
PortfoHo Aivaro Cunhal yesterday 
said his week of talks here with 
Kremlin leaders had shown an “en- 
ormous will" by the Soviet leaders 
to bulld up relations in 81} spheres. 

Cunhal led the first Portuguese 
Government delegation to the 
Soviet Union in 57 years for 
talks on economic aid, trade, tour- 
ism and exchanges of all kinds.

NEW YORE (JTA) — A noted

the United States fail to see the 
Middle East gituation in its broad 


B ramifications. 


He cautioned that history .could 


ἢ repeat itself if Soviet-backed Egypt 


and Syria lure the United States 
into the erroneous belief that Is- 
rael wilt have nothing to fear if 
it “merely” gives up some occupied 
land. Restoration of the 1967 fron- 
tiers, he said “means the military 
exposure of Israel” and its ulti- 
mate destruction. 

Dr. Morgenthau said that while 
detente has worked well in Hurope, 
“in the Middle Hast, the United 
States and the Soviet Union are 
engaged in a competition for sup- 
port from the Arab world.” The 
Middle East “imbrogiio,” he con- 
tinued, “is really a conflict between 
the Untted States and the Soviet 
Union for control of not only Mid- 
die Eastern oil, but for the land 
mass which connects Africa, Hu- 
rope and Asia.”

Morgenthau said that U.S. attempts 
to restore friendly relations with 
the Arabs can only be at the ex- 
pense of Israel — ‘Tt must pres- 
sure Israel to make concessions 
which Israel otherwise would not 
be willing to make.”

U.S. firms wary of 
trade with Egypt 


CAIRO (AP). — Confronted by 
Egypt’s bureaucratic maze and de- 
mands for “‘commissions” on cor- 
tracts, U.S. firms are taking 8 
second look at investing ‘here, the 
weekly magazine “Rose el Youssef” 
Said yesterday. 

A report said “there fs general 
anxiety and misunderstanding about 
economic cooperation,” between the 
two countries, despite Egypt's new 
“open door” liberalization policy de- 
signed to attract foreign invest- 
ment. 


Rose el Youssef said U.S. President 
Gerald Ford had received 20 re- 
ports in the past two months, in- 
dicating U.S. businessmen did not 
hold much hope for establishing 
operations in Egypt. 

“A major firm decided not to 
invest because of administrative 
complications,” the magazine said. 


It did not mame the firm, 

“American investors also were 
told they have to pay commissions 
ranging from 3 to 8 per cent on 
thelr contracts. Who imposed these 
zvommissions7 And who gets them?" 
Rose el Youssef asked. It demanded 
an immediate investigation. 


The report coincided with the ar- 
rival of U.S. Assistant Treasury 
Secretary Gerald Parsky at the head 
of an American delegation of eco- 
nomie and finance experts on a five- 
day visit for talks with Egyptian 
officials, 


Egyptian Trade Minister Fathi el 
Matbouli met on Saturday with a 
group of American businessmen re- 
presenting 50 companies in the Chi- 
cago area, Cairo newspapers said. 
The U.S. executives are studying 
possible investment projects.

The United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAQ) es- 
timates that 500 million people are 
suffering chronic malnutrition — and 
millions are threatened by actual 
starvation. 

Therefore if nothing comes of the 
12-day UN World Food Conference 

ig tomorrow, “then there will 
not be sufficient guarantees for 
Yany countrfes against death by 
starvation,” according to Dr. <Ad- 
deke Boerma, head of the FAO. 

The plain fact is that im the 
world's 100-cdd developing coun- 
tries, demand for food is rising by 
over three per cent a year while 
production is increasing by 2.7 per 
cent. This is creating a “food gap" 
of 85 milHon tons annually. 

The conference will have before 
% two basic objectives — to in- 
erease food production, particularly

@ “food security” system enabling 
people to be fed if supplies fall. 

These targets raise complex issues 
involving international trade, ¢co- 
nomics, and politics.

UN conference opening in Rome 
to set up food-sharing system 


Additionally, the proposal to set 
up an interngtionally coordinated 
wystem of feod stocks runs into 
powerful economic Interests. Stocks 
are kept low and the prices are 
kept high. 

The conference will be looking at 
these issues in the hope of producing 
an action programme designed to 
avert a nrajor catastrophe by or 
before the end of the decade. 

With 1,000 delegates and another 
1,000 observers present, the calibre 
of the participants is a token of 
th seriousness attached to the 
question. These include U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger, who 
formally proposed convening the 
food conference last year; Algerian 
Premle: Houari Boumedlenne, who 
first launched the idea; and UN 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim. 

The present food crisis follows 
two decades of plentiful, if geogra: 
phically unbalanced, food supply. In 
the 19503, huge reserves of grain, 
mainly im North America, kept 
prices withm bounds and fended off 
famine whenever and wherewr it 
‘threatened. 


GRAIN MOUNTAIN 

Even in the developing countries, 
supply was roughly in balance with 
demand. But in the 1960s, the 
“grain mountain" eroded under 
production controls, while popula- 
tion began to outstrip production in 
the developing world. 

Crop failures in 1971 and 1975. 
amd a bad harvest this year, have 
heightened the crisis to the point 
where Dr. Boerma declared three 
weeks ago: 

“LE a number of countries are to 
avoid widespread human disaster 
due to lack of essential food sup- 
plies, special arrangements will have 
to be made to provide them with 
large-scale financial help to pay for 
their imports.” 

The world energy crisis has also 
had severe repercussions on the 
developing world’s ability to feed 
itself — boosting the price of fer- 
tilizer amd meaning that the poor 
countries ‘have less money than ever 
to purchase from abroad. 

The food crisis is already heighten- 
ing tensions ‘between the world's 
rich amd poor nations, The rich 
countries, for example, feed some 
50 times more grain to their beef 
cattle than they contribute in food 
aid to starving humans.

MOUNTING PRESSURE has 
been put on the government in 
recent weeks to reduce our cur- 
rency’s rate of exchange. Such 
devaluation has now become 8 
popular issue, and the very fact 
that it is openly advocated by 
reputable businessmen tends to 
increase the expectancy that 
such a step is about to take 
place. At the same time, this 
expectancy encourages specula- 
tion which in turn increases pres- 
sure on the Israe] currency. The 
government’s apparent hesitation 
concerning, ἃ new and tougher 
economic policy, urgently re- 
quired to check the drain of our 
dollar reserves, does not heip 
matters. 

_ Precisely because of the issue's 
importance, it should not be 
argued simplistically. Devalua- 
tion can be an element of the 
new policy which we need, but 
it is neither the most effective 
nor the most urgent part. And 
if effected prematurely it could 
make our situation worse. 

Most advocates of speedy de- 
valuation are less concerned 
with the state of the economy 
than with their own icular 
situation, a @ public 
and the authorities ought to be 
aware of this element.

It is only through this 
power derlved from the existential 
‘hat one can at all explain the debt 
the world owes to the Jews. 

The influence of the Jewish spirit 
on that of Hurope has been more 
decisive than is usuafly assumed, 
Mr. Duerrenmatt said. Just as the 
Jewish people is mot a race, but 
rather a social and religious con- 
cept, so dts spirit is not nationalis- 
tically, but rather theologically, de- 
termined and is therefore dialectical. 
For the discovery of God js the 
most far-reaching revolutionary dis- 
covery made by man — regardless 
of whether there ts a God or not. 

By creating the concept of an 
eternal emd universal, rather than 
a tribal, God the Jews embarked 
upon the most complicated dialectic 
and the most formidable 
drama known to the human spirit, 
Mr. Duerrenmatt said. 


Ideology of power - 
He then traced the rise of Chris- 
tianity amd how that religion turn- 


.ed out to be the ideal ideology of 


power. was discovered 
by power, not by the powerless,” 
he said. No Roman emperor, unless 
he was a complete idiot, probably 
took himself entirely seriously in 
his role‘as a detty; the role of God's 
Tepresentative on earth, ‘however, 
probably flattered him just as much 
as it would any man offered such 
8 rote by his fellow-mortals. 

Thus, dogmatic Christianity be- 
came the ideology of the state and 
with that put an end to its dimiectic. 
Judaism, on the otter hand, never 
became entirely dogmatic and thus 


the Jews inevitably became the un-- 


redeemed and despicable nation in 
the eyes of Christianity. 

Showing how both Christianity 
and Judaism were weakened through 
the Enlightenment of the 18th and 
18th centuries, Mr. Duerrenmatt ex- 
plained how Judaism gave birth to 
two new ideologies —- both of them 
romantic — in an attempt to solve

With the Jewlsh people norma- 
sol its existence in the State of 
Ysrael, it runs the danger of putting 
an end to its Jewish dialectic and 
developing a state Ideology, the way 
other states do. With this develop- 
ment, the Jewish state becomes, 
like other states, a toy of 
history. And history plays a mer- 
clless game. ‘For me," Mr. Duerren- 
matt said, “this means that I reject 
any ideological discussion about Is- 
rael’s rights and recognize only 
existential premises." 


Neurotic problem 


Unfortunately, in the existen- 


| tial sphere, the rights of Israel 


face those of the country’s Arab 
inhabitants. The Arab world is no 
less ideologically and emotionally 
charged than Hurope was before 
Hitler. “For the Arabs Israel is 
pot only a genuine political pro- 
Slem, as I admit is, but also 
neurotic problem, as I am afraid 
it is. Israel represents the hate 
object, which alone has the power 
to unite the nations, Over and 
above this, and from the existen- 
tial point of view, 

lestinijans are Israels true partners, 
and existentially their case is as 
just at that of Israel.” 

_. Mr, Duerrenmatt said that the 
Arabs run no danger of spoiling 
their moral position through acts 
of terror: ‘The world has never 
cared a hoot about morals; it is 
only impressed by success.” 

Nevertheless, if Israel wants to 
exist, it must co-exist with the Pa- 
lestinians. If this goal seems im- 
possible at present, the time may 
come when even the Palestinians 
will realize that their existence is 
dependent on that of Israel. 

Israel] needs the twin weapons 
of wisdom and patience, Mr. Duer- 
renmatt said, admitting, however, 
that neither of them is infallible. He 
said that Israel's present difficult 
position is a reproach to the whole 
world, Israel’s “isolation, due to our 
cowardice, implicates all of us for 
the second time in this century,” 
he declared. : 

Jewish fate is also the fate of 
the Western world, Mr, Duerren- 
matt said, He was greatly worried 
about Israel's future, and he was 
no longer sustained by a childhood 
faith, nurtured on the Bible, that
